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(57) ABSTRACT

One of first and second picture-taking operating devices is
placed in a rear surface of a camera body, while the other of
the picture-taking operating devices is placed in a front
surface of the camera body. An operator can selectively use
the two picture-taking operating devices and can therefore
be prevented from erroneously operating the operating
devices. Each of the picture-taking operating devices is
provided so that its operating direction is parallel to the
optical axis of a picture-taking lens. Therefore, camera
shake due to an operating force can be reduced. When the
first picture-taking operating device is operated, picture data
on a subject is recorded on a first recording medium. When
the second picture-taking operating device is operated, pic-
ture data on the same subject is recorded on a second
recording medium. The two picture-taking operating devices
are selectively used to distribute picture data to the corre-
sponding recording mediums.
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
